The pamphlet is bound into 
the cover by merely moistening 
the gummed surface of the bind- 
ing tape and inserting it. If 


more than one pamphlet is to go 
into a cover, they can be sewed 
or stapled to the hinge. 


Four materials are used, 
namely; red rope, pressboard, 
lithomount and photomount. It 
is most essential that you give 
us the exact dimensions of 
height, width and thickness. As 
all binders are made to order, 
please give binding margin or 


height first, width second and 
then thickness, the latter if 
double stitched binder is neces- 
sary. Either 34” hinge single 
stitched or varying widths of 
double stitched binder is avail- 
able. You have the choice of 
light or dark gray photomount, 
tan pressboard and tan litho- 
mount. In the binding you may 
have black, brown, green, red or 
blue cloth. If color of photo- 
mount is not specified, gray with 
blue binding will be made; also 
green binding will be used on 
brown photomount and brown 
binding on lithomount and 
pressboard.
